When it is considered that only six men 


out of the more than 500 on the retired 
list at this time, the exceptional records 
of those officers who can meet the high 


standard described in the language of the 
bill, as it passed, is readily understood and 
recognition of their promotion will un- 
doubtedly meet with approval on all sides, 


These six officers are: Col. Lloyd M, 
Brett, Col. W. J. Nicholson, Col. W. C, 
3rown, Col. W. E. Wilder, Col. W. D. 
Beach, and Col. T. B. Dugan. All of these 
Colonels, with the exception of Colonel 
Brown, were general officers during the 
World War. 

An investigation of War Department 


records discloses that less than 60 of the 
more than 500 Colonels on the retired list 
can fill the single requirement of 40 years 
of active commissioned service. In fact, 
only about 5 per cent of Army officers 
serve actively that long. 

The records also disciose that on Janu- 
ary 1, 1926, only some 115 commissioned 
officers in the entire Army or more than 
14,000 officers, active and retired, have 
been decorated twice. Four of the six pro- 
moted by this bill have been so honored, 
They are, Colonel Brett, who has received 
the medal of honor and the distinguished 
service medal; Col. W. J. Nicholson, who 
has received the distinguished service 
cross and the distinguished service medal; 
Col, W. C. Brown, who has been breveted, 
and has received the distinguished service 
medal and also a silver citation star: and 


Col. W. E. Wilder, who has receivéd the 
medal of honor and has been breveted. 
Three of them, Colonels’ Brett, Nicholson 


and Dugan, were especially recommended 
for promotion to the grade of Brigadier 
General by cable of General Pershing in 
February, 1919, when their conspicuous 
war services in command of brigades in 
action were fresh in mind, but their date 
of retirement for age was so near at hand 
that the administration then in power de- 
clined to promote them. 

Proponents of the measure will make 
every effort to secure favorable action in 
the Senate before the present session 
adjourns.

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* Editors’ Views of Result of Arms Cackeveies 


The second stage of the Preliminary Disarmament Conference at Geneva finds 
America’s editers gloomier than ever concerning the final outcome. What littl hope 
they held for practical results when the conference adjourned, leaving formulation 
of agenda to technical committees, mow seems to have given way ‘to pessimism as 
news comes from Geneva that the committee members are unable to agree as to just 
what constitutes armament. 

A bloc, lef by France and Italy, and incluéing Holland, Sweden, Czecho-slovakia, 
Jugo-slavia, Roumania and Poland, apparently is bént on having the natural reseurces 
and materials of the nations participating in the parley considered as armaments. The 
Dutch even went so far as to include hogs, fogs and bogs, as well as ocean currents, 
sheep and goats in the category of offensive armament, and suggested that all these 
things be taken into consideration in fixing the size of standing armies Delegu tes 
of the other countries in the bloc said that the 
Dutch were right. 

Against this stand, and ridiculing it as absurd, 
fre the United States, ngland and Germany. 
whose delegates hold out for limitation of armies, 
navies and trained reserves only, knowing that 
any attempt to evaluete natural resources and 
materials would result in a maze of speculative 
opinion 

Thus the delegates of the powers who met three 
weeks ago to consider limitation of armaments 
have not yet decided what armaments are And 
no decision is in immediate prospect, say the 
editors. 

“The orms parley is in a morass of hegs, fogs 
and begs,” writes Wilbur Forrest to The Phila 
delphia Inquirer from his seat at the Geneva press 
table. Mr. Ferrest goes on to say 

“While it would be criminal to disparage any 
labor seeking to approach the vaguest possibility 
of limiting world armaments, the time had ar 
rived, after twenty days of the preparatory con 
ference here, to say that peace-loving ebhservers 
are tinding their most angelic forms of patience 
sorely tried by con/erential camouflage 

“It is perhaps not going too far te say that 
the American delegation, from Minister Hugh Gib- - 
son down, are becoming fed up and are gradually 
departing from the hope that semething will re 
sult from their earnest prayer that American 
efforts here will lead Europe to do anything 
worthwhile in the way of reducing weapors.”’ 

“The difficulty,” says the Chicage Tribune 
“arises from the fact that in modern warfare in 
dustrial equipment is a very important and indeed 
it is not unlikely to be a decisve factor 








The Pittsburgh Gazette Times observes: 

“The contention of a Dutch speaker that pigs, fugs, and wind constitute armament 
gives a broad definition to the term. It is true that the more pigs a nation at war 
possessed the greater amount of sustenance would be available for the fighters. Fogs 
and wind might be an asset under some circumstances, but these are not under the 
control of man, while to a large extent the supply of pigs is. 

“Were pigs to be admitted as a munition of war every other food source would 
likewise be included, for soldiers do not fight long on empty stomachs. But this is 
straining the definition of armament. It is not the common sense conception of ar 
ment on which the American delegation insisted.” 

“Discussion thus far,” says the New York Evening Post, “have shown a definite 
determination on the part of France and Italy to have as little real disarmament as 


possible. Already they have succeeded, so far as 
the technical committee is concerned, in blocking 
action which might lead to limiting organized 
reserves. 

“These moves, while far from definitive, indi 
cate the general trend of French and Italian 
policy. Instead of limiting armaments the deter- 


mination seems to be to limit the limitation 


This attitude is unpromising nd 
diametrically opposed to the sentiment and ideals 
of the United States.”

AWARDS FOR DISTINGUISHED SBRVICE. 

Lieut. Comdr. Richard E. Byrd, U. 8. N., and his assistant, Chief Petty Officer 
Floyd Bennett, are to receive a signal honor from the Congress. The House has 
passed a concurrent resolution authorizing the Vice President to appoint five Members 
of the Senate and the Speaker five Members of the House to meet these officers on 
their return and to extend to them “the congratulations of the people of the United 
States” on their successful flight over the North Pole. 

It is a pretty gesture, with a nice trip to New York for 10 Members of Congress 
at the expense of the Government. But what about an actual reward for the ‘‘dauntless 
courage, unerring skill and characteristic American alertness,’ to quote the language 
of the resolution, which were displayed by Lieut. Comdr. Byrd and Mr. Bennett? The 
answer is that there is little disposition on the part of members of either House to 
pass the bill conferring medals of honor upon these officers. If they should be rewarded, 
it is contended like rewards also should be conferred upon the officers who made the 
trans-Atlantic flight, those who made the trans-continental trip, and others. who have 
distinguished themselves in aviation. In other words, there is a nice little jam, which 
will be straightened out only if real pressure should be applied to Congress. The Army 
air bill now in conference contains provisions for special rewards for daring in the air, 
and it is not at all improbable that the Byrd and Bennett resolution will be side-tracked, 
and they will be decorated by the administration under the authority granted by the 
Army air measure. 

In the meantime, there will be a nice junket for deserving members who sat com- 
fortably in their chairs in the two Houses, while Comdr. Byrd and Mr. Bennett were 
risking their lives over a bleak waste of snow and ice. 





REDUCED 8S. 8S. RATES FOR SERVICES. 

Government traffic officials have been discussing with~ officials of the steamship 
lines recently the question of reduced passenger rates. 

A number of the American lines operating to the Canal Zone and between the 
east and west coasts by way of the canal have granted a 25 per cent reduction from 
the first-class rates. The reduction applies on Government business and is also granted 
to officers and enlisted men, active and retired, and their families when traveling at 
their own expense. 

It is understood that some of the trans-Atlantic and trans-Pacific lines grant re- 
duced rates to Consular officials. 

Before purchasing transportation from steamship lines, therefore, it is advisable 
for officers and men of the services or their families to take up first the question of a 
reduction that may be made to the members of the military and naval services when 


traveling at their own expense. 





ADMIRALS ROBISON AND HUGHES. 
‘ An interesting sidelight on the changes ordered in flag commands of the Navy 
this week is the fact that Admiral 8S. 8S. Robison, U. S. N., will relinquish command of 
the United States Fleet to Admiral C. F. Hughes on September 4, the 42nd anniversary 
of the day that these two, the Damon and Pythias of the Navy, together entered the 
Naval Academy. The date was set at Admiral Robison’s request who chose, for senti- 
mental reasons, this anniversary for the temporary parting of these two inseparables. 





THE CASE OF MIDSHIPMAN ZIRKLE. 

In commenting on the case of Midshipman Zirkle, class of 1926, who refused to 
take the oath after graduation at the Naval Academy, reference has been widely made 
to the fact that Secretary Wilbur himself resigned from the Navy in 1888, the year he 
graduated. Among the Secretary’s friends in the service the implied “inuenda’’ is 
resented as they point out the different conditions that prevailed at that time and now. 
At present a youth enters the Academy with the understanding that he has to serve 
for two years after graduation before he will be permitted to resign, while at the time 
of the Secretary’s attendance it was optional with a midshipman whether he go into 
the naval service after graduation or not. No obligation to serve two years was im- 


posed on him at entrance. 





EIGHTH ENGINEERS LAUDED. 

Major Cresswell Garlington, commanding the 8th Engineers at Fort Bliss, Texas, 
is particularly pleased at a letter he recently received from Brig. Gen. J. C. Castner, 
U. S. A., as former commander of the Ist Cavalry Division, which bestows high praise 
on the battalion in no uncertain words. The letters says: 

“I feel that I would be derelict in my duty did I fail to express to you and the 
officers and enlisted men of the 8th Battalion Engincers (Mounted) my appreciation of 
the excellent manner in which you performed all the tasks I have ever assigned you, 
and especially that if (a) building a new target range, and (b) moving the aviation 
hangars from near the Morehead Tract to the Clifford Tract. Too often when a com- 
manding officer attempts to accomplish such work, he is met with silly and childish 
complaints accompanied by a disposition to sulk and not play the game. On the 
contrary the 8th Engineer Bat«.lion (Mounted) has shown a cheerfulness, an enthusiasm 
for, and efficiency in their work which bespeak a high morale that is most refreshing 
to encounter. They are of that high and rare class who do not discover many reasons 
why a task assigned should not be done. One has but to intimate what they want done, 
you and your command will find and make a way to do it.” 

Major Garlington, in answering the receipt of the above letter to his command, said: 

“The Battalion Commander desires to express his personal appreciation of the 
energy and'fine spirit of loyalty of the officers and men of the battalion, which has 
called forth the Division Commander's special commendation, a commendation of which 
every man in the battalion has a right to feel proud.” 





TEST IN NAVY PLANE SPOTTING. 

During recent Force Battle Practice, participated in by Battleship Division Two 
and the Destroyer Force, Scouting Fleet, an interesting test in airplane spotting was 
carried out. Three planes, two from the New York and one from the Utah, spotted 
during the practice. 

As the New York, Capt. D. E. Theleen, was the only battleship with two spotting 
planes available, arrangements were made before the practu« to have the second 
New York spotter spot the salvos of all ships. This was done so that all ships might 
obtain aircraft spots in case their number one aircraft spotter failed, and as an experi- 
ment to see if one spotter could spot satisfactorily for a division of ships in time of 
battle. Lieut. (jg) A. R. Nash was the spotter designated, and he was able to spot 
15 out of the 22 salvos fired. He spotted only the salvos that he could make dashes for 
when they landed and designated the salvos by color letters. “From the above it is 
believed that one spotter could spot 60 per cent of the salvos of one division of battle- 
Ships in time of battle. 





TRAINING FOR REGULAR ARMY AND COMPONENTS. 

The War Department this week issued an important General Order (No. 9), giving 
notes on training which affects the Regular Army, National Guard, Organized Reserves 
R .O. T. C. and C. M. T. C., and can be read with interest by all concerned. The order 
treats in detail of the results of the new training system established in 1925, pointing 
out improvements noted and also effects and gives suggestions for further improve- 
ments to be followed. 

The order deals with the training system in general, methods of training, disci- 
plinary, training, recruit training, combat intelligence, tactical training, National Guard, 
Organized Reserves, R. O. T. C. and C. M .T. C. The text of this order will be found 
m page 987 of this issue under the head-of War Department Orders, 





GROWING DEMAND FOR R. O. T..C. UNITS. 

Efforts to blot out military instruction from colleges and high schools by abolishing 
the R. O. T. C. are meeting with little or no success, according to officers at the War 
Department who point out that there is a growing desire for this instruction. Figures 
just compiled at the War Department, show that within the past few days applica- 
tions from 19 universities and colleges throughout the United States for authorization 
to establish service units of R. O. T. C, have been received and also 35 applications from 
high schools that desire to establish junior R. O. T. C. units. As funds are not 
available, these applications cannot be approved. In addition to these formal applica- 
tions, the War Department has received inquiries from 17 universities, colleges and 
high schools which desire to establish R. O. T. C. units. As they were informed that the 
allowance for such training, as provided for in the budget, would not permit an intrease 
of R. O. T. C. units, no formal applications were made by them. 

In establishing R. O. T. C. units, the War Department is limited by appropriations. 
Statistics compiled by the War Department show that there are 223 senior units and 
100 junior units of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, with a total enrollment of 
112,501. Of these, including the junior units, 71.6 per cent, or 80,551 students are receiv- 
ing Infantry training. 

Divided according to corps areas, the Ninth Corps Area, embracing the States on 
the Pacific coast and the Far West, has the largest number of R. O. T. C, students 
enrolled. In this corps area there are 17,232, or 15.4 per cent of the total in the United 
States. Enrollment by classification of institutions shows that in colleges and universi- 
ties, not- essentially military, there are 204 units with an enrollment of 67,197 students, 
or 59.7 per cent of the total. In colleges and universities essentially military there are 
18 units, with a total of 5,094 students enrolled. In essentially military schools there 
are 40 units, with 7,893 students enrolled. High schools have 54 units, with an enroll- 
ment of 31,133. In all others, which make up the balance, there are 7 units, with an 
enroliment of 1,184. 





RETIRED COAST GUARD OFFICERS MAY GET ADVANCED. 

Another step to accord five retired Coast Guard officers the rank of Commodore on’ 
the retired list without any increase of pay was taken when Senator Jones, of Wash- 
ington, reported a bill (S. 4287) providing such advancement to the Senate on June 5, 
Its chances of passage are considered favorable if any opportunity is afforded the 
Senate of voting on it before adjournment. . 

Four officers who will receive advancement were retired for age in the rank of 
Commander U. S. C. G., prior to the passage of the Act of January 12, 1923. This Act 
provides for the retirement of Coast Guard officers of 40 years’ service in the next 
grade above that which they hold at the time. Under the terms of this Act, the officers 
concerned would have been holding the ‘rank of captain and hence would have been 
retired as Commodores. 

One of the officers, Capt. F. H. Newcomb, U. S. C. G., was retired in 1910 in the 
grade of Captain because of Civil’ War service. He was awarded a gold Congressional 
medal for heroic service during thécengagement at Cardenas, Cuba, May 11, 1898, and 
his total service in the Coast Guard and Navy totals over 39 years. 

The other officers are Comdrs, Daniel P. Foley, Francis M. Dunwoody, Howard 


M. Broadbent and Horace B. West. 





WEARING OF INSIGNIA BY MEN OF ARMY. 

There ts some confusion over a statement recently made to the effect that the War 
Department had informed Corps Area and Department Commanders not to allow enlisted 
men to wear the Regimental insignia on the new uniform. The War Department as 
a matter of fact has issued no such prohibitive order. What the War Department 
actually did was to issue an order stating that the insignia would not be worn “on the 
lapel” of the enlisted men’s uniform, but that-they could still wear it on the collar. 

The exact wording of the regulations concerning the insignia reads: 

“To be worn by the enlisted men personnel on the service uniform on both sides 
of the collar: on the standing collar, % of an inch in rear of the service insignia; 
on the roll collar; centered on the colar lower edge, % inch from the upper edge of the 
button insignia; on the front of the service hat midway between the band and crease.”

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What boots it that we decorate the place where the soldier fell? Have we not his 
memory enshrined in our living heart? And is it not for us rather to seek to translate 
into reality the ideals for which he didd?—THE GREAT WAR. 

THE POINTING FINGER OF THE UNKNOWN SOLDIER 

Congress has passed a resolution appropriating $50,000 for the completion of the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier in the Arlington Cemetery. In so doing, it has pavéd 
the way to the realization of the thought expressed by Secretary Davis that “the com- 
pleted tomb should be comparatively low in size; should be as simple, dignified and 
beautiful as it can possibly be made; and should harmonize with the amphitheatre 
and its surroundings With this action, the entire nation, of course, will be in accord. 
The tomb should be an expression of the gratitude of America to those who gave 
their flesh and blood to assure the victory of its spirit, and of the grief it feels that 
even their shattered bones can give no indication of the identity of the citizens they 
were. 

Beautiful were the tributes paid in the two Houses to the Unknown Soldier. Elo- 
quently was his sacrifice deseribed. “The soldier gives his all,” quoted Senator Dill, 
of Washington. Other Senators and members spoke in the same vein. But nowhere 
appeared any reference to the obligation of the Government adequately to care for 
and to train the soldier If there had been that care and that training, perhaps 
Germany would have been less impudent in continuing her submarine operations, 
and the potential might of the United States would have saved us from the horrors of 
war. In this connection, an editorial in the Washington Star is worth quoting: 

“The purpose of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps system is not to make pro- 
fessional soldiers but potential soldiers. It is not to make the schoolboys of this country 
ambitious for military opprtunity, but to prepare them for service in case of national 
need. Incidentally, the military training which they receive is decidedly beneficial to 
them. It helps them physically; it aids them in their mental development. It is 
conducive to discipline. It arouses a sense of civic responsibility.” 

It is not at all likely the country will forego all these advantages, especially when 
it is realized that if the United States be adequately prepared no nation will care to 
attack us, our weight in the councils of the world will be more effective, and peace 
thus will be maintained. 

ACCEPT HIS RESIGNATION, 

The refusal of Earle D. Zirkle, graduate of the Naval Academy, to accept a com- 
mission as Ensign in which he had been confirmed by the Senate, ought to cause no 
concern to the Secretary of the Navy. Mr. Zirkle may have his own peculiar ideas of 
the obligations he incurred when he accepted an education and pay as a midshipman 
from the Government, and those ideas have no place in an organization, member- 
ship in which is an honor and the traditions of which are an inspiration to our 
country. There is a technical point in connection with this case which perhaps is 
worthy of consideration. Undoubtedly, acceptance of a commission is a legal pre- 
liminary to holding the office it names. Pay commences with the date of acceptance. 
But it is not compulsory to accept. An officer might be confirmed as a Chief of a 
Naval Bureau or as Chief of the General Staff of the Army, but unless he accepts 
he cannot perform the duties of the Office. 

There was a law which required two years’ service at sea before the issuance of 
a commission as an Ensign. This law was changed so as to permit commissioning 
on graduation It is apparent that young Zirkle cannot legally be held in service 
by an order of the Secretary of the Navy after graduation and without acceptance of 
a commission save under a strained interpretation of law. Any other course would 
imply compulsory service, and compulsory vervice is abhorrent to the United States 
in time of peace. 

The Zirkle case shows the need of legislation such as proposed by Chairman Butler, 
of the House Naval Committee. Mr. Butler would have larger classes at the Military 
and Nayal Academies, the acceptance of resignations presented upon graduation, and 
the elimination of any graduates found unsuitable for the Service. But to return to 
Mr. Zirkle, we urge that his resignation be accepted at once. The sooner he is turned 
eut, the better. 

A FEW THOUGHTS ON ADVERTISING. 

Advertising is the great lever by which the world is bettered. It is not merely 
a salesman talking to millions, it is the great missionary seeking by the printed word 
to improve the condition of the individual. Who can deny that cleanliness has been 
prometed by the constant advertisement of soaps, advertisements which are read 
because attractively prepared and through reading have inspired purchase and use? 
Who can deny that dental products manufacturers have rendered a great public 
service in teaching the advantages of proper care of the teeth? What is true of soaps 
and dental preparations is true likewise of foods, of clothing, of the thousand and 
one things which the human body requires. 

Advertising’s main purpose is the promotion of sales, and through that promotion 
individual profit is increased and the general prosperity of the country aided. But its 
more important product for the nation is the development of a higher standard of 
living. Its effort is to show the individual how he would be benefited by the use of 
the article described. Some of those who prepare the advertisements perhaps are 
wnconscious of the social consequences of their work, but a few do realize their 
responsibility, and that realization is manifest in the character of the “copy” they 
distribute among the newspapers and magazines of America and other countries. 

We are moved to reflect upon this aspect of advertising by the announcement 
of the consolidation of Lord & Thomas and Thomas F. Logan, Inc., of New York. 
The heads of these two great firms are men who have performed notable public service. 
Albert D. Lasker, the owner and driving power behind Lord & Thomas, was chairman 
of the United States Shipping Board, during the first two years of the Harding Admin- 
istration, and the tremendous ability he displayed in correctly organizing that Board, 
in cutting out graft and waste, and in installing efficiency instead of inefficiency is 
still gratefully remembered in Washington.

Mr. Logan was a leading Washington corre- 
spondent for years, with full appreciation of his responsibility to the public; and during 
the war he was one of the most effective government aids in promoting ship con- 
struction, Thus the new firm, powerful, skillful and experienced, will be doubly re-en-

SALVAGING SUBMARINES 








Editor Army and Navy Journal 

The Navy Department has at last re- 
sumed its long delayed and, I might say 
pottering effort to ruise the 8-51, which 
was struck and sunk by the 8. 8S. “City 
of Rome” on Sept. 25, 1925. Over eight 
months have elapsed since this deplorable 
accident, and yet the vessel and the bodies 
of its brave crew remuin ‘rotting in the 
What a travesty 
upon our vaunted progress that there 
seems to be not enough ingenuity or skill 
in the American Navy to have accom- 
plished the salvage of this vessel after 
this long delay! 


slime of the ocean's bed. 


There are hundreds of Shipping Board 
vessels in disuse and even warships that 
could easily have been altered and adapted 
for salvage purposes. 

Certain officials in the Navy responsible 
seem lacking also in foresight, in that 
they have failed to equip our submarines 
with even the simplest devices to facilitate 
their salvage and the rescue of their crews 
in case of disaster. I called attention to 
this neglect in a speech in the House 
on Jan. 20, 1926. I pointed out certain 
obvious safeguards that ought to have 
been provided in addition to salvage ves- 
sels. One of my recommendations was 
the installation of signal buoys with tele- 
phone connection to indicate the place 
of the disaster and to enable communica- 
tion to be kept up with the crew 

Another was grappling rings or eye bolts 
on the hull to facilitate the attachment of 
cables to assist in raising the sunken sub 
marine. 

Despite the assertions of some Navy 
officers to the contrary, these rings or 
shackles can be so fitted to the hull as 
not to tear it apart. 

In this connection it might be interest- 
ing historically to call attention to the fact 
that I made the last named suggestion as 
long ago as July 12, 1905. 
accordingly fitted to the 
“Plunger” in which President Roosevelt 
took a trip a few weeks later. The custom 
of fitting grappling rings or eye bolts was 
continued for some time, and I never knew 
the reason for their abandonment until my 
attention was called to an article in your 
valuable paper in which some Navy of- 
ficial undertook to explain the reason why 
my suggestions were ‘“‘impriacticable,”’ be- 
cause they might tear the hull apart in 
lifting. Does it not occur to the officer 
that no mechanic worth his salt would 
ever think of riveting an eye bolt for lift- 
ing a submarine without reinforcing it to 
prevent its pulling out, or tearing the 
hull open.

How much better would it have been if 
the designers and constructors of sub- 
marines had had the foresight to have 
provided the cables or 
chains by welding a steel belt or ring 
around the hull of the submarine and 
connecting the grappling rings to this de- 
vice. -This would provide permanent 
slings on the hull. Such a belt of steel 
would take the strain off the hull and 
obviate the necessity of pottering around 
in the mud to sling chains around a vessel 
20 or 30 fathoms deep. Of course a so- 
called “expert” in the Navy Department 
would never think of s0 simple a device.

The Officers were addressed by Major 
Gen. C. P. Summerall, U. S. A., and later 
in the day proceeded to Governors Island 
and from there to Fort Wadsworth where 
they called on General Drum. The session 
was closed by dinner at the Army & Navy 
Club and a theatre party. 

ORD. REPAIR SHOPS RECOGNIZED. 

The 104th and the 316th Mobile Ord- 
nance Repair Shops was officially recog- 
nized by the War Department in a recent 
General Order. These organizations are at 
present known as the 104th and 316th Ord- 
nance Companies. The 104th, while not 
federally recognized, is assigned to the 
29th Division (National Guard) and allo- 
cated to the District of Columbia, while 
the 316th Ordnance Company was reor- 
ganized in December, 1921, and assigned te 
the $ist Division, with headquarters in 
San Francisco, Calif. 

The General Order officially recognizes 
combat service of the 104th Ordnance Come 
pany in the Center Sector, July 3ist te 
August 6th, 1918, and the Meuse-Argonne, 
October 18th to October 30th, 1918, and 
authorizes the inscriptions ‘“‘Alsace’’ and 
“Meuse-Argonne” to be used on the silver 
bands of the Company guidons.

SOJOURNERS' CONVENTION 
Maj. Gen. Amos A. Fries, U. S. A., Chief 
of the Chemical Warfare Service was re- 
elected National President of the Sojourn- 


-ers’ Clubs at the Sixth National Conven- 


tion of that organization held in Philadel- 
phia, June 1-3. 

The Sojourners took a strong stand for 
National Defense and in their pronounce- 
ment, condemning pacifistic activities as 
follows: 

We condemn without reserve the action 
of certain political, religious and -social 
groups who are striving, some no doubt 
unwittingly, but many designedly, to break 
down our National Defense Plan, which 
plan is the nation’s tardy endeavor at once 
to atone for the disastrous carelessness of 
the past and te prepare our citizenry to 
play skillfully their dutiful parts in any 
exigency of the future. 

Among the resolutions adopted June 3 
are one endorsing the C. M. T. C. and 
and another approving the Flag Code 
adopted by the National Flag Conference, 
deprecating improper use of the emblem.

(Continued from Page 987.) e 
are necessary. The exercise of command of 
lower units can then be secured by each re- 
serve officer only for short periods of time, 
according to roster. Field exercises, however, 
can be conducted with the higher echelons of 
command represented, as in terrain exercises. 
The practical application of leadership and 
combat technique may be taught by the avail- 
able company, troop, or battery units actually 
performing their combat missions ander the 
situations, Commanders and laison should be 
provided for the necessary units that must be 
assumed to complete the organization of the 
unit concerned. 

i. Successful reserve training was conducted 
at home stations of Kegular Army 
This training was successful wherever 
time for training the reserve anit was desig- 
mates at a period when the Regular Army 
troops and conducting a form of training of 
value and interest to reserve officers. 
these conditions the schedule of the troops at 
the station did not have to be altered. The 
program of the reserve unit should be care- 
fully fitted? into the Kegular Army schedule. 
Kegcular Army officers will find in this training 
an opportunity to train their regiment with a 
war-steength complement of officers. By the 
judici.as assignment of duties to reserve of- 
fieers the work of the Regular Army for this 
training period will be lessened. 

Jj. The associate system has been developed 
for use with Keserve Officers’ Training Corps 
students with excellent results. With this com- 
ponent, students can be attached to the organi- 
sation and placed on «a command roster for 
porposes of instruction, se that each in turn 
may have an opportunity to command the or- 
ganization and its subordinate divisions under 
the supervision of the Regular Army com- 
manders, including noncommissioned officers, 
platoon, section, and squad leaders. 

k. In the Citizens’ Military Training Camp 
two methods of applying the associate system 
were developed. In some camps the students 
formed two or three platoons, and the Reg- 
ular Army companies furnished a first, or dem- 
eonstration, platoon, and the «administration 
and training overhead for a war strength com- 
pany. Training under this organization was 
found to be very successful. In other camps 
the Kegular Army furnished a demonstration 
battalion and cadre for each of the companies 
of a regiment. The cadres were filled to war 
strength by the students. It should be noticed 
that in the first of these two methods an op- 
portunity is afforded to demonstrate the train- 
ing of the unit for war-time expansion. In 








the second method opportunity is afferded to 
demonstrate the methed of organizing and 
training inactive units of the Kegular Army 


aed the units of the Organized Reserves in a 
major mobilization, 

1. Training inspection, when 
ducted, tend to standardize training within a 
regiment or larger unit. The tendency on the 
part of those making these inspections te in- 
terrupt the regular scheduled training for the 
purpose of conducting special demonstrations 
should be avoided. 

4. Organization.—Training-camp overhead 
should be further reduced. It was found possi- 


preperly con- 


ble during the past sammer to conduct sum- 
mer training camps by one regiment of iIn- 
fantry, using the associate system, withont 


necessitating any overhead for camp admini«- 
tration except that furnished by the regimental 
headquarters alone. It should be the goal of 
organizations assigned to training «amp duty 
te conduct them with the overhead of per- 
sonnel now assigned to the Regular Army anit 
conducting the camp. 

5. Disciplinary training.—Due to the large 
influx of .recrults, basic training is continuously 


mecessary. Disciplinary drills and scheduled 
eeremonics sheald be stressed. Disciplinary 
training should not, however, be limited to 


elose-order drills and ceremonies. In this con- 
meetion « great deal can be accomplished in 
guard duty, extended order, and combat in- 
struction. Officers and noncommissioned officers 
should be trained te know their training reg- 
viations, toe netice mistakes and errors and how 
best to correct them. Disciplinary training 
consists in obtaining from each soldier a will- 
ing. instantaneous, and subconscious obedience 
te his leader. This is based on contidence, and 
contidence is obtained only when all officers 
and noncommissioned officers are competent in- 
siructors and leaders. 

«“. Keernvit§ training.—Keecruit training is 
primarily a regimental function, and should 
be carried out in separate recruit detachments 
fer each regiment. Regimental recruit training 
programs should carry the training to the point 
where recruits when released to their organiza- 
tiens will be qualified to work with their units 
wader the current schedule without retarding 
the progress of the units, 

7. Combat intelligence.—Combat intelligence 
training sheuld be made more practical. It 
should be carried on as a part of all field tratn- 
ing in such a manner that troops will habitu- 
ally maintain combat reconnaissance through- 
oot the entire conduct of a field exercise. All 
ranks and grades should be impressed with 
the idea that the maintenance and dissemina- 
tien of combat intelligence is «a common daty 
beth of the command system and of the front- 
Jine combat elements. 

% Tactical training.—a. Tactical exercises 
sheuld be planned with greater care in order 
that commanders of higher units may have an 
opportunity to demonstrate their tactical train- 
ing. while at the same time the lower units 
demonstrate their technical and combat train- 
ing. Tactical exercises should generally be 
carried down to the execution of the plateon 
combat stage. Technique is still faulty in the 
wee of the staff and in the issuance of com- 
bat orders. In critiques the tactical empley- 
ment of the smaller units should be fully dis- 
cussed. 

b. Instruction in treop leading is needed in 
alt arms, together with a better understanding 
of the employment of auxiliary weapons, es- 
pecially the tactical use of machine guns. 
Troops must be trained in defense against at- 
tack from aireraft. This defense should be pro- 
vided by fire, by suitable formations, and by 
conceniment. Whenever Alr Service units are 
available, training should be conducted in co- 
operation betwen ground troops; this should in- 
elede attack and bombing aircraft, as well as 
observation. Both in bivowac and in tactical 
dispositions concealment and the use of some 
form of camouflage should be insisted upon. 

«. With eur present reduced peace-strength 
organizations, communications and staff work 
are necessarily a compromise. While the 
strength of a peace-time regiment is only ap- 
proximately equal te that of a war-strength 
battalion, the communications net can be de- 
veloped te approximate « regimental net, so 
te afford training in facility of command. 
Some of the fleld exercises should be prepared 
te afford combat training with all organiza-

should be prepared to afford combat training 
with provisional organizations at war strentgth. 
Message centers should be adapted to the size 
of the command and should be simplified in 
operation. Thorough consideration should, in 
view of the limited personnel available, be 
given to the problem of instructing communica- 
tion platoons. 

% National Guard.—a. A noticeable im- 
provement in troop leadership in the platoon 
and company units was observed. Special em- 
phasis during armory training season should be 
given to training in leadership in the lower 
echelons in order to develop further the platoon 
combat teams, and also to rifle marksmanship, 
so as to make available the maximum amount 
of time for field training during summer train- 
ing camps. 

b. The experiment of instructing recruits in 
regimental recruit detachments at summer 
camps Was so successful that this system war- 
rants general application throughout the Na- 
tional Guard. 

«. There is a necessity for more progressive 
and advanced training of field officers. At every 
camp where a regiment or larger unit of the 
National Guard is present three or four terrain 
exercises should be conducted with the com- 
mand and communications net. A special ef- 
fort should be made in each National Guard 
division to assemble the entire division staff 
for training. Instruction should be centered 
on the war-time duties of a division head- 
quarters. Administrative routine should be re- 
duced to a minimum. 

10. Organized Reserves.—a. A noticeable 
advance was made in the unit training of the 
Organized Reserves. However, there is still 
noted a tendency to fill ap regiments by at- 
taching officers of other units, in some cases 
to the point where the identity of the regiment 
is lost. Where a regiment of the Organized 
Keserves cannot go te camp-with a quota of its 
own officers sufficiently large for the conduct 
of regimental anit training, the shortage should 
be made up by the attachment of subordinate 
units of other regiments. 

b. The training of a unit includes the 
preparation of the unit programs and schedules 
by the anit commanders. These programs and 
schedules should harmonize with the inactive 
training of the unit, and, as in the case of 
the National Goard, should cover primarily 
those subjects which cannot be accomplished 
during the inactive training period. In the 
case of associated training, after the dates for 
training have been selected the reserve unit 
commander should write to the commanding 
officer of the Regular Army unit with which 
his regiment is to be associated for informa- 
tion as to details of the program and schedule 
of the Regular Army unit for the period se- 
lected. The reserve unit commander should 
then prepare a tentative program including the 
type of training he desires and indicating the 
probable state of training of his command at 
the time of its arrival at camp. This program 
should be forwarded to the Kegular Army 
commander through observe division headquar- 
ters. The Regular Army commander should 
retarn it through the reserve division head- 
quarters with any proposed modifications neces- 
sary to fit the reserve program into the train- 
ing activities scheduled for the Regular Army 
treeps. The reverve unit commander = should 
then complete his program based on these 
modifications of the Regular Army com- 
mander, to the corps area commander through 
reserve division headquarters. When finally ap- 
proved by the corps area commander the pro- 
gram becomes a training order to the units of 
the Regular Army and Organized Reserves for 
the proposed training. Details of the training 
schedule may be completed by correspondence 
between the Regular Army and reserve unit 
commanders. - 

«. More attention should be given to training 
reserve units in tactical principals by a com- 
bination of conferences, demonstrations, and 
performances. 

d. Reserve officers assigned to active and to 
inactive units of the Kegular Army present a 
special training problem. These reserve officers 
should be selected from those who are able to 
take frequent training and are willing to meet 
the early demands of any mobilization. When 
assigned they should be considered as perma- 
nently associated with the Regular Army unit 
and become a member of the regimental family. 
Their training should be continued not only 
during successive active-duty periods but on 
inactive-duty status at all times of the year. 
This training can be most easliy conducted by 
considering the reserve officers so assigned a 
permanent element of the command, and when- 
ever they can visit their units at the Regular 
Army stations they should be allowed to par- 
ticipate in the training then being condacted. 

ll, Reserve Officers, Training Corps.—The 
snecessful application of the asseciate system 
of training Keserve Officers’ Training Corps 
units warrants its ferther application through- 
out this coming summer. 

12. Citizens’ Military Training Camps.—a. 
The Citizens’ Military Training Camp programs 
prepared for last summer's camps were teo in- 
Gexible. In all cases they were met based on 





of the Citizens’ Military Training Camp in mind 
and the War Department's general policy as a 
guide, local commanders under proper corps 
area coordination should produce schedules 
more appropriate to local conditions. 
¥ b. Much enthusiasm was created among the 
Citizens’ Military Training Camp candidates by 
small tactical problems. short marches, and 
overnight bivouacs as «a climax to the camp 
schedule. Such exercises should be included in 
all Citizens’ Military Training Camp schedules. 

ec. Al camp commanders should give especial 
attention to making the instruction in citizen- 
ship training attractive. The main value of 
these camps to the country at large is the 
inculcation of habits of discipline and obedience 
and the development of the manly virtues of 
fair play, self-respect, patriotism, and good 
citizenship.

INSURANCE BLANKS TO GO OUT SOON 

The personnel of the U. S. Coast Guard 
will receive application blanks for conver- 
sion of term insurance to a five-year level 
premium term policy together with an ex- 
planation of the provisions of the policy 
in the near future. 

The Act of June 2, 1926, entitled, “An 
Act to Amend Section 301 of the World 
War Veterans’ Act, 1924,” extends the date 
of termination of yearly renewable term 
insurance to July 2, 1927. It also author- 
izes the conversion of term insurance, with 
medical examination, to one or more of 
the six plans of Government Life Insur- 
ance or to a five-year level premium term 
policy and for reconversion of such term 
policy to a Government Life policy in ac- 
cordance with regulations to be issued by 
the director of the U. S. Veterans’ Bureau. 
There will be no change in the regulations 
now in force relating to the conversion 
of term insurance to a Government Life 
policy, except that the period for conver- 
sion of term insurance is extended to 
July 2, 1927.

Major General Charles Frederick Hum- 
phrey, U. S. A., retired, who died June 4, 
1926, in Washington, D. C., was born Sep- 
tember 2, 1844, in Tioga County, New 
York. Running away from a school at 
which he was preparing to enter the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point, he enlisted 
in Light Battery_E, ith U. S. Artillery, 
March 17, 1863. He rose through the 
grades of corporal, sergeant and first ser- 
geant. He was the second man in the 
Army of the Potomac to be recommended 
by President Lincoln to be commissioned 
as a reward for services performed during 
the Civil War. He was accordingly com- 
missioned a second lieutenant on May 5, 
1866, and transferred to the 4th Artillery. 

While a member of the Sixth Corps of 
the Army of the Potomac he took part in 
all the engagements and battles in which 
that splengid corps participated including 
the Gettysburg campaign, Chancellorsville, 
Bristoe Station, Mine Run, the Wilderness, 
Spotsylvania, Cold Harbor, and the invest- 
ment of Petersburg, besides many minor 
engagements. General. Humphrey was 
mentioned in General Orders No. 4, Head- 
quarters Army of the Petomuc for ‘‘sol- 
dierly conduct” during the campaign of 
1864. 

He graduated from the Artillery School 
in 1874 and from that time on he served 
in the Western States and Alaska. Gen- 
eral Humphrey took part in the following 
Indian campaigns: Nez Perce, Snake- 
Bannock, Sioux, and Shoshone-Snake. He 
received the Congressional Medal of Honor 
for heroic conduct in battle against the 
Nez Perce Indians, in 1877. His official 
record reads: “At Clear Water, Idaho, 
July 11, 1877, he volunteered and success- 
fully conducted in the face of a withering 
fire, a party which recovered possession 
of an abandoned howitzer and two gatling 
guns, lying between the lines, a few yards 
from the Indians. The fight was at Big 
Hole, Idaho. The troops fared badly at 
first, falling back before the overwhelming 
forces of the Indians, leaving the guns in 
their hands. General Humphrey, then a 
lieutenant of the 4th U. S. Artillery, re- 
solved to recapture the pieces. Léading 
his men, a bitter struggle took place, but 
finally Lieutenant Humphrey saved the 
guns.”’ 

Later General Humphrey was trans- 
ferred to the Quartermaster Department 
and while in this department he was in 
charge of various construction at posts. 
He took part in the Cuban Campaign and 
the China Relief Expedition, later going 
to_the Philippines, where he acted as Chief 
Quartermaster. He was appointed Quar- 
termaster General in 1903, which post he 
held until his retirement in 1907 after more

THE FINANCIAL DIGEST. 
By Raymond V. Sykes. 

A very much more optimistic tone is 
found among the observers of business 
conditions, and furthermore practically all 
of these observers agree in the opinion 
that general business is satisfactory and 
that there is little danger of either a de- 
pression or a boom 

The National City Bank in its June let 
ter points out that business as a whole is 
active and that most people are making 
money Despite the handicap of a back- 
ward Spring and the sagging tendency of 
commodity prices, the volume of checks 
drawn in payment for goods, and freight 
carried by the railroads, has continued to 
exceed that of any previous year. Em- 
ployment of labor in the manufacturing in- 
dustries showed the usual seasonal decline 
after the early Spring rise, but remains 
substantially higher than a yeur ago at 
this time, and if allowance is made for 
the expansion of outdoor industries such 
as building and fare work it is probably 
true that demand for labor is the most 
active since 1923 

The maintenance of this high level of 
production and distribution in the face of 
declining prices is one of the unusual fea- 
tures of the present situation and seems 
to be clear necessitous 
character of most of the buying. While 
rather heavy cancellations of orders have 
occurred in the textile trades, these are 
attributed almost entirely to the weather 
which clogged up the retail outlets for 
apparel. Taking business generally ;there 
has been little evidence of any desire to 
avoid acceptance of goods contracted for.

Judge Gary, in a recent address before 
the American Iron & Steel Institute, said 
that conditions in steel and other indus- 
tries are better than the average and up 
proximately as good as they have ever 
been. The sentiment in the securities 
market is noticeably improved with these 
encouraging statements, for the expected 
let-down in business activity has not oe- 
curred, nor is it likely to occur. However, 
it is just as true that business is not on 
the eve of unusual expansion and abnor- 
mally large profits, and it is necessary to 
choose real values when making stock 
murket commitments. 

The soundness of the railroad outlook 
has been emphasized in this column a 
number of times Among the more at- 
tractive stock purchases in that field are 
the follewing: Chicago, Reck Island & 
Pacifie 6 per cent preferred, Wabash 5 per 
cent “A” preferred, Great Northern, 
Northern Pacific, and Chicago & North 
Western. All of these stocks, with the ex- 
ception of the last named, show yields in 
the neighborhood of 7 per cent and are 
selling below their indicated future value

NAVY INCOME TAXES. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
holds that naval personnel and employes 
on foreign duty and naval personnel on 
shipboard are, in the circumstances out- 
lined hereunder, entitled to the benefits of 
Section 213 (b-14) of the 1926 Revenue Act 
whereunder their naval pay is exempt 
from lederal income tax. This benefit be- 
gins with the taxable year 1925. The broad 
phases of the conditions are that Navy 
and Marine Corps personnel, including 
employes, who for more than six months, 
not necessarily continuous, of the taxa- 
ble year have been on shore duty in a for- 
eign country or in the Possessions, except- 
ing only Hawaii, Alaska, and the Virgin 
Islands, or on shipboard cruising or an- 
chored outside of the United States and 
territorial waters, do not pay Federal in- 
come tax on their naval pay earned on 
that duty. Personnel ashore and afloat 
in the Virgin Islands are in these circum- 
stances exempted from paying Federal tax 
to the United States but the question of 
whether they will be required to pay tax 
to the Virgin Island treasuries depends on 
the decision of the Island Governor. Navy 
and Marine Corps personnel on duty with 
foreign governments do not have to pay 
Federal income tax on the remuneration 
received from the foreign governments. 
Certain deductions normally allowed are 
not allowed when this exemption is 
claimed On the other hand, full credit 
is allowed for the $3,500 or the $1,500 per- 
sonal exemption and for the 25 per cent. 
earned-income-credit. When the exemp- 
tion under Section 213 (b-14) reduces the 
gross income below $5,000 or the net- in- 
come below $3,500 or $1,500, as the case is, 
no tax need be filed. Claims for abatement 
or refund, as may be, should be made if 
the 1925 tax return has already been sent 
in. A circular of information on this mat- 
ter will shortly be issued by the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts.

ATLANTIC COAST TRADE 
SHOWS NOTABLE INCREASE 

Atlantic coast ports of the United States 
handled 5 per cent greater tonnage of 
water-borne foreign commerce in the cal- 
endar year 1925 than in 1924, the 1925 
total being 48,000,000 tons as against 
45,600,000 tons in the previous year. 

The Bureau of Research, United States 
Shipping Board, reports that this total of 
48,000,000 tons represents more than 60 
per cent of our 1925 ocean-borne foreign 
trade and nearly 52 per cent of our total 
water-borne foreign commerce, including 
Great Lakes traffic. In 1924 the Atlantic 
coast total of 45,600,000 tons constituted 
56 per cent of the ocean trade and 49 per 
cent of the total commerce 

This increase in Atlantic coast trade is 
further emphasized by a decrease of 6 
per cent in the combined cargo tonnage 
total of the Gulf, Pacific and Great Lakes 
regions for 1925, as against 1924 

The total increase of 2,400,000 tons for 
Atlantic coast ports was made up of im- 
ports 2,000,000 tons and exports 400,000 
tons. 

Raw materials constitute a large part 
of the import increases, the mineral group 
including coal, ores and metals advunced 
1,000,000 tons over the receipts of the 
previous year. Increases in other groups 
are noted as follows: Sulphur, potash. ni- 
trates and other chemical factors 300,000 
toons, forest products 200,000 tons, raw 
textiles, including cotton, wool, silk, jute, 
etc., 93,000 tons. In imports of food prod- 
ucts, sugar and molasses show an increase 
of 235,000 tons, bananas increased 112.000 
tons and other miscellaneous food com- 
modities advanced 45,000 tons. 

The principal items in export increases 
for Atlantic coast ports were grain 320,000 
tons, coal 430,000 tons and machinery and 
vehicles 232,000 tons. Declines in ship- 
ments of petroleum, metal manufactures, 
naval stores and miscellaneous package 
freight resulted in a net increase in At- 
lantic coast cargo tonnage of upproxi- 
mately 400,000 tons.
